Wheeling, W. Va., July 17.—Sheriff H. H. Duvall and 6 


other/persons were killed and no less than 2I> others wounded 
in a fight at the Standard Mine of the Richland Coal Company, 
two miles from Wellsburg, W. Va., this morning, according to a 
telephone message from the correspondent of the Wheeling 
News at Wellsburg. 


The mine, which has been working on an open shop basis, 


•was reported to have been attacked by a large party of men 
from over the Pennsylvania line. After the fight they burned 
the tipple.

DISCOUNT AND 
SPECULATION. 


-It continues to appear that the 


Bank of England is 
setting 
the 


world pace in the matter of low dis- 
count rates. 
That institution cuts 


th& rats a hall cent, ana then after 
a month or two our own Reserve 
board gets around to it and manages 
in some fashion to follow suit. By 
this time the English bank is all 
fixed to lop off another half cent. 


It is told that our Reserve board 


appears to be slow in this matter 
only because it fears the consequenc- 
es of a low interest rate. There is 
always ths danger this may encour- 
age "speculation," something that is 
supposed to be bad for the Immortal 
part of us. 


But experiences had within a few 


months fail to show that even in this 
country a lowering of the discount 
rats booms speculation. 
There is 


' no good reason why it should. We 


don't take a flyer in something be- 
cause interest is low; we do "it be- 
cause the situation indicates a profit 
to be made. 


If the Reserve board makes pretty 


sure about the quality of the secur- 
ity, it need have no great fear 
concerning speculation. When there 
is much to be made in this line, or 
even a promise of much, the *dis- 
count rats is pretty sure to advance, 
for then more people w.ill be around, 
to the bank to ask for money. If 
there isn't encouraging promise of 
profit, the folks who have real se- 
curity on which to borrow just keep 
on lying low, and they hold on to 
what they have. 


EVERLASTING FOB OF ROBBERS. 


Qorden McCarthy, daring and re- 


sourceful sleuth, marveled at 
the 


backwardness of three bad robbers 
h* had taken ,in tow. He counseled 
w.lth them. much after the fashion 
of a Dutch uncle. 


He told the 
crestfallen 
robbers 


thsj- should have, known they might 
rob a bank and get away with it, 
that they might get by even after 
robbing the government,' but really 
they should have sense enough to 
know that If they rob an express 
company they are doomed. 


The Intimation is 
that 
express 


people never Jet up In the hunt when 
anybody robs them, 
if they don't 


?et the robber the first ten years, 
they figure they will get him in the 
next teu. 
If they haven't him by 


th» end of twenty, they consider 
the hunt is just beginning to get 
really interesting. 


There was a time when the federal 


government had this reputation of 


letting up on a malefactor 


until after landing him; and. when 
it took his case into court it was 


able to make a convincing showing: 
In those days word was passed along 
amoog the robber gentry • to keep 
away from the 
government's 
pre- 


serves, and everybody understood it 
was a healthy suggestion. 


The government has lost this val- 


uable reputation, but at least one is 
pleased to learn that It hasn't been 
allowed to disappear from the world. 
Good for the express people. 


AN BYE ON THOSE APPLES. '

It was about three weeks ago that 


some of us made a resolution to get 
a small supply of Calhoun county 
apples for next winter's use. This 
was on tha strength of a report that 
Calhoun apples are really the finest 
flavored to be hac! anywhere in this 
country. This being the case, 
and 


Calhoun county being a member of 
tha immediate "family, there, was no 
reason why we should not p'artake 
and share. In the enjoyment. 


But it now appears that probably 


we 'have dallied too long. 
Buyers 


from the east have btsen in Calhoun 
for more than a week 
and 
have 


gobbled up everything in sight. They 
buy apples "on the trees," get every- 
thing in sigltt. and there is not even 
provision that we shall have 
the 


windfalls.

It only makes us the more anxious 


to get a tooth into some of those 
best apples. We may now be too late 
for 1922, but we would like to put in 
a first claim- for 1923. And we need 
to do this before the same thing oc 
curs to the eastern buyer. 


Or possibly one might arrange to 


drive over to Calhoun and raid an 
orchard when the eastern buyer isn't 
looking. We don't know .any other 
way to get a peck or even a half peck 
of the best apples in the world.

oscillatory circuits 


which are supplied with energy by 
one three-element vacuum tube. 
. The first of these circuits h'as In- 
ductance and capacity of such value 
as to enable it to be tuned |to wave 
lengths between 200 and 600 meters. 
The "tickler" coil in the wing cir- 
cuit provides a means for a "feed- 
back" of signals for amplification. 


When the "feedback" coupling has 


been made great enough, the circuit
